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Marathon armed robbery suspect found dead

The Anderson County Sheriff’s 
Office confirmed Monday evening 
that a suspect identified in the 
Marathon gas station armed robbery 
Friday afternoon was found dead in 
Versailles. 

George “Daniel” Cheatham, of 
Salvisa, was identified as a suspect 
during the joint investigation with 
the Mercer County Sheriff’s Office 


and the Lexington Police Department, 
and an arrest warrant was obtained, 
charging Cheatham with first-degree 
robbery 

Jess Thompson, owner of the Mara¬ 
thon gas station located at U.S. 127 and 
Bluegrass Parkway, confirmed there 
was an armed robbery at around 2:25 
p.m. Friday, July 25. 

According to an Anderson County 
Sheriff’s Office press release, a white 
male, wearing a gray t-shirt, blue 


jeans and a black ski mask covering 
his face, entered the Marathon station 
and demanded money from the clerk. 
The suspect was armed with a small 
caliber revolver. 

After taking an undisclosed 
amount of cash, the suspect exited the 
front door and fled south on U.S. 127 
in a late 90’s model blue or dark green 
Jeep Grand Cherokee. 

“It scares people,” Thompson said. 
“It takes a toll on hardworking staff 


who are just trying to 
earn a living.” 

Thompson said no 
one was injured. 

Cheatham’s death 
is still under investiga¬ 
tion by the Versailles 
Police Department. At 
this time, the Anderson 
County Sheriff’s Office 
does not believe there are any other 
suspects.

Lawson creates two-story treehouse 
from discarded materials

Horace Lawson sees things a little 
differently. Instead of seeing trash 
from discarded wood, cinder blocks 
and pieces of a black wrought iron 
pergola, he sees potential. 

“Everything everybody else is 
throwing away, I recycle it,” said Law- 
son. 

Lawson, 79, of Lawrenceburg, has 
always had an interest in building. As 
a child, he recalled building houses 
for pigeons, rabbits and ducks. He 
said he decided to build a treehouse 
because he had a lot of materials in 
his backyard he wanted to find a way 
to utilize. Little did Lawson know, the 
simple project he started last year 
would become larger than expected, 
growing to be a two-story treehouse. 

“I didn’t learn building at school, 
just leveling and measuring,” he said. 
“It’s just a gift from God.” 

Nearly all of the materials Lawson 
used to build the treehouse are recy¬ 
cled except for the tin for the roof 
and nails to put it all together. 

“See those wooden pallets? Those 
are the stairs for my porch,” he said.

Jenkins sentenced 


to six years in 
Garmon’s death

Eric D. Jenkins was sentenced 
July 22 to six years in prison in the 
vehicular death of Lawrenceburg 
resident Marie Garmon. 

In March, Jenkins, 42, of Huston- 
ville, accepted a plea 
deal that reduced the 
initial charge of mur¬ 
der to second-degree 
manslaughter. 

In addition to the 
prison sentence, Jen¬ 
kins is required to pay 
court restitution in 
the amount of $730 
for the charge of oper¬ 
ating a commercial vehicle under 
the influence of intoxicants. 

In September 2012, Jenkins, a 
dump truck driver, struck Garmon’s 
mini-van head-on and plowed it 
into a rock wall near Starhill Way 
on Versailles Road. 

Garmon, 43, of Lawrenceburg, 
died several days later at UK Medi¬ 
cal Center in Lexington. 

According to a state police report 
filed later with Anderson Circuit 
Court, Jenkins had used marijuana 
in the hours leading up to wreck. 

Jenkins is scheduled to appear in 
Anderson Circuit Court on Aug. 4 to 
pay restitution.

Three years ago, Sims said a 
woman made around $10,000 
in nine days while selling fake 
ponytails, wigs and hair exten¬ 
sions. 

Eagle Lake is reportedly the 
number one 127 Yard Sale stop in 
Kentucky. 


“I think it’s the number one 
stop because there are so many 
vendors in one place. A lot of peo¬ 
ple take their vacation to come 
here every year,” said Sims. 

Many of the vendors will be 
inside the convention center, 
which Sims said is especially nice 
since it’s so hot in the summer¬ 
time. 

“We have indoor restrooms, 
on-site restaurants and blacktop 
parking,” she said. “People aren’t 
in a hurry to leave when they 
shop here.”

Some of the wood came to 
him as excess from construc¬ 
tion sites. He also received 
wood from the First Baptist 
Church when the church tore 
down a barn on its property. 
Some from junkyards and 
others from highway depart¬ 
ment refuse. 

Tve used 2x4s, 2x6s, just 
whatever I can find,” he said. 

Pieces of blue plastic from 
his son’s swimming pool were 
used to make steps going up 
to the front of the treehouse. 
A white wrought iron head- 
board from his daughter’s 
childhood bed was used as a 
railing for the front porch. 
There are a total of four 
porches around the two-story 
treehouse. 

“I didn’t intend for it to 
be this big. I just kept find¬ 
ing more stuff. Everything I 
needed, He supplied it,” Law- 
son said. 

He often gets help from his 
10-year-old grandson, Isaiah 
Black. 

Lawson said Isaiah often 
stops by his grandfather’s 
backyard and excitedly 
throws up both of his thumbs 


as approval of the treehouse 
progress. 

Pamela Black, Lawson’s 
daughter, said her son, Isaiah, 
is always showing her the 
progress on the treehouse. 

She said sometimes he refuses 
to reveal what he intends to 
show her, saying “it’s a sur¬ 
prise.” 

Black said she’s not sur¬ 
prised her father’s treehouse 
ended up being two-stories. 

“I knew the treehouse was 
going to be big, dad doesn’t 
do anything small,” Black 
said with a smile. “He’s been 
building stuff ever since I’ve 
been in this world.” 

Lawson has been retired 
for nearly two years from 
his former job as a butcher, 
and he spends his free time 
building in his backyard he 
describes as a “sanctuary.” 

Under the canopy many 
trees and hedges, his back¬ 
yard is cool and comfortable. 

There are several differ¬ 
ent buildings he’s made in 
his backyard for storage. One 
he calls his “stone house” he 
built from old rocks he found. 
Another he calls his “glass 
house” he built with sliding 
glass doors. 

Lawson said one friend 
described his backyard as like 
a museum. 


“It’s like a whole new 
world,” Lawson said. “I never 
need to go on vacation 
because I can go on a vacation 
in my backyard.” 

The treehouse is nearly 
complete. Lawson wakes up 
and starts working on the 


treehouse at 6 a.m. and comes 
in for the evening around 9 
p.m. 

He still has to hang the 
doors, add a few layers to the 
decks and add some stair rail¬ 
ing. 

Lawson is trying to finish 


the project by his 80 th birth¬ 
day in September. 

“I can’t complain. I’m 
blessed to have a god that 
gives me what I need,” Law- 
son said. “I get to take old 
rubble and turn it into some¬ 
thing beautiful. It’s amazing.”

Seeing beauty, 
amidst tragedy 

A s a reporter, I’ve encountered people who have wit¬ 
nessed or lost loved ones in a tragic event. 

I’ve often wondered, “What could I possibly say to 
comfort someone who lost their home in a house fire or lost a 
child in a car crash?” 

I turn on the news when I get home, more bad 
news. Sometimes, I just have to turn off the TV; 

“I’ve met my quota of tragedy for day. I can’t take 
anymore,” I sometimes think. Just this week it 
seems like there was plenty to go around. 

I’ve watched the ongoing coverage of the 
Malaysian Airlines Flight MH17 that was shot 
down in East Ukraine last week, killing all 298 
passengers. Many of those passengers were promi¬ 
nent AIDS researchers en route to an AIDS confer¬ 
ence in Kuala Lumpur. 

Among the lost was Professor Joep Lange, a Dutch HIV 
researcher, who was largely responsible for making the disease 
manageable through anti-retroviral therapy. 

Brilliant minds like Lange and all their depth of knowledge, 
gone. What if the cure for AIDS was on that plane? We’ll never 
know for sure. 

A journalism school classmate lost her brother and father in 
plane crash this week. Haris Suleman, 17, and his father Babar 
Suleman were traveling around the world in 30 days to raise 
money to build schools in Pakistan. 

If completed, Haris would have been the youngest pilot to 
complete such a journey. 

On Tuesday, my classmate Hiba was posting the progress 
of the flight on her Facebook page. Her brother and father 
were on the last legs of the oceanic flight. She had no reason 
to think there’d be anything other than a safe return home, 
which was expected to be on Saturday. 

On Wednesday, she was on the news discussing how the 
plane crashed while leaving Pago Pago in American Somoa. 

She told her Facebook friends to tell their friends and fam¬ 
ily “I love you” as often as they could because no matter how 
many times you say it, it doesn’t seem like enough. 

I can’t begin to comprehend or explain why bad things hap¬ 
pen, and least of all, why bad things happen to good people. 

Though there are so many horrible things in this world, 
there are so many beautiful things too. Sometimes there’s so 
much beauty that my heart swells, and I feel moved to tears. 

A couple weeks ago, I had the pleasure of meeting Donald 
Keeling who lost his home and everything in it earlier this 
month. Despite all of this, he was so positive and truly believed 
that God has a plan for him. 

Upon parting, he shook my hand and said, “If I don’t see you 
later, I’ll see you in heaven.” 

For once in my life, words seemed to escape me; so I did the 
only thing I could think to do, smile and nod in agreement. 

Though it was a short encounter, I know I will remember 
Keeling for the rest of my life. 

On Thursday, I had the pleasure of meeting Horace Lawson, 
79, who built a tree house out of recycled materials. When he 
looked at rubbish people tossed away, he didn’t see trash. He 
saw potential. 

Those discarded wood pallets were the steps to the side 
porch of his two-story tree house. Wood scraps made up the 
frame for most of the house. It’s so beautiful to see someone 
who sees the extraordinary in the ordinary. 

Maybe God is like that, someone who saw in us something 
worth saving despite how broken and flawed we are. 

As we drove back to office, I sang along a bit with Lawson 
to the church hymn “It is well with my soul.” 

“Whatever my lot, thou hast taught me to say, it is well, it is 
well with my soul,” we sang together.

Converting from year-round 
calving to breeding season 

M aintaining a controlled breeding and calving season 
can be one of the most important management tools 
for cow-calf producers. Uniform, heavier and more 
valuable calves are key reasons to keep the breeding season 
short. Plus, more efficient cow supplementation 
and cow herd health programs are products of 
a short breeding season. However, you shouldn’t 
convert from yearlong breeding to a shortened 
breeding season without a lot of planning. 

A system for converting from year-round to a 
75-day controlled calving season over a period of 
two years presents less loss and fewer problems 
than to trying to convert in one year. Here are 
some suggestions for getting on a controlled breed¬ 
ing system: 

1. Determine the ideal time of year and the 
length of your new calving season. For example, decide you 
want your cows to calve from Feb. 15 to April 30 (74 days). 

2. Determine the reproductive status of each cow in your 
herd. First, go to your record book to determine the last date 
each cow calved. If you don’t keep records, try to match the 
cows and calves up and estimate their age. 

3. Based on the reproductive status of your herd, determine 
if you would like one or two controlled calving seasons. 

4. Build a good strong bull pen or well-fenced bull pasture. 
You may need an electric fence in addition to the regular fence. 

5. Remove your bulls from the herd. Select the removal 
date to coincide with an approximate 120-day season for your

Often, it sounds like something written by 
a staffer extolling the virtues of the leg¬ 
islator who is “protecting your interests,” 
“fighting for you,” or some other back- 
patting phrase. 

Occasionally, I have gotten a reply that 
at least makes me feel that the person I 
wrote has read the letter and is attempting 
to answer my question. 

Then there was the response I received 
from Wendell Ford. I could only think of 
that letter when the news recently broke 
that Kentucky’s long-serving senator was 
battling lung cancer. I wish I knew where 
that letter is stashed away because it was 
such a lesson in what the genius of our 
form of government really should be. 

It was about 30 years ago when I was 
serving as minister of Graefenburg Chris¬ 
tian Church. The best I can remember, 
there were some concerns about how min¬ 
isters, most of whom were independent 
contractors, should report their income 
and how churches would be treated by the 
Internal Revenue Service. 

Some things never seem to change, obvi¬ 
ously. But I digress back to the original 
point. 

I don’t even remember what happened 


to the legislation, but I do remember writ¬ 
ing both of our senators and our congress¬ 
man. Two sent form letters in reply. 

But when something from Wendell 
Ford’s office showed up in my mailbox, my 
respect for the man who had also served as 
our governor rose greatly. 

He addressed the letter to Dr. Rev. John 
Herndon. I kind of got a kick out of that 
because the only doctorate I have ever 
earned was offered by the school of life. 
And while I understood that most people 
used the designation “Rev.” as a term of 
respect, I never felt comfortable applying it 
to myself. 

Throughout the letter, Sen. Ford thanked 
me for contacting him, then shared his 
thoughts on the proposed legislation, 
which, if I remember correctly, he largely 
disagreed with. It was obvious he had 
done his homework and he shared more 
thoughts of what he felt should be done. 

Sen. Ford closed by saying, “This makes 
sense to me.” 

And, I remember, what he said made 
sense to me. 

Those who know me best might be 
surprised to learn my respect for Wendell 
Ford. My political leanings say that Ronald 
Reagan’s face should be added to Mt. Rush- 
more. Ford was in the opposition party to 
President Reagan and was usually staunch¬ 
ly partisan. After all, Ford eventually 
ascended to the post of Democratic whip in 
Washington. 

I didn’t always agree with Sen. Ford, and 
I am sure I did not always vote for him. But 
I didn’t always disagree and I am also sure 
I did not always vote for his opponents. 
That’s because I felt Sen. Ford at least took 
time to consider something that was impor¬ 
tant to a constituent. 

It would be refreshing to see more of 
that today from members of both parties. 

In the meantime, I just want to send get 
well wishes to our one-time governor and 
senator. 

It’s something that makes sense to me.

Back-to-school shopping on a budget 

Back to School Fest scheduled forThursday at middle school 


I t is officially back-to- 
school season. Many 
retailers have started 
running back 
to school 

shopping ads 
and with less 
than two weeks 
before the first 
day of school, 
it’s time to start 
planning for 
your back to 
school needs. 

According to 
the U.S. Census 
Bureau, $7.2 
billion was 
spent at family 
clothing stores in August 
2009, second only to the 
holiday shopping months 
of November and Decem¬ 
ber. If you have children 
in school, you know to plan 
for back to school expenses; 
however, these may not be 
part of your regular budget, 
since it is not a reoccurring 
monthly expense. Similar to 
holiday shopping, you can 
reduce your back to school 
stress and expenses by 
developing a budget. 

Planning in advance 
gives you time to shop for 
the specific items that you 
need at the right price. Start 
with the class supply list. 
Inventory any items that 
you may already have at 
home or remaining from 
last school year, such as 
backpacks, folders, paper, 


and so forth. Identify the 
items on the list that you 
will need to purchase, look 
for retailer sale ads in your 
local newspaper or on the 
internet. Many retailers 
will have large discounts on 
class supplies to entice you 
to visit the store, take your 
class supply list with you 
and only purchase those 
items on the list. 

Back to school is also a 
good time to inventory your 
clothes closets. Identify 
clothes, which have been 
out grown or your children 
will no longer wear. Consid¬ 
er taking clothes, which are 
in good condition and still 
in style to a local children’s 
consignment shop. Selling 
clothes may earn you a few 
extra dollars, and many 
consignment retailers offer 
buying discounts to sellers. 

Make an inventory of the 
items that your child will 
need to start the school year. 
Identify if certain items 
can wait until later in the 
school year, for example, 
you probably do not need 
to purchase a winter coat 
in August. By dividing your 
school clothes shopping over 
several months, you are 
spreading out the expenses. 

Prioritize your school 
shopping list in order of 
importance, while talking to 
your children about the dif¬ 
ference between needs ver¬ 
sus wants. Develop a budget 


based on your needs; if you 
still have additional funds 
available then you can allo¬ 
cate some money to wants. 

While you are doing your 
back to school shopping you 
are less likely to overspend 
if you pay with cash, as 
opposed to using your credit 
card. Shopping with a credit 
card is very convenient, but 
since there are no immedi¬ 
ate consequences for using 
your credit card, you are 
more likely to overspend. 

If you are using cash, once 
all of your cash is gone, you 
are finished with your shop¬ 
ping. Spending cash makes 
you much less likely to 
overspend.

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spring-calving cows. 

6. Sixty days after remov¬ 
ing the bulls from the herd 
(or at a convenient time 
near this date), pregnancy 
check all cows and cull all 
non-pregnant, dry, breeding- 
age females that have been 


running with the bull and 
all non-pregnant cows with 
calves 5 months of age or 
older. Your fall-calving cows 
have likely either calved or 
are very close to calving. 

7. You may want to con¬ 
sider starting the breeding 
season of your replacement 
heifers 20 to 30 days ahead 
of the final breeding date 
for your herd. Most extended 
calving seasons are the result 


of failure of young cows to 
rebreed in a timely fashion. 

The additional 20 to 30 
days enhances the opportu¬ 
nity for these young cows 
to rebreed next season. So, 
if you have spring-calving 
cows, replacement heifer 
breeding season would start 
around April 10, and these 
females would begin calv¬ 
ing around Jan. 20. This may 
be a bit early for calving, 


and you might experience 1 
to 2 percent higher calf loss. 
Financially, 1 to 2 percent loss 
is easier to swallow than a 25 
percent decrease in pregnan¬ 
cy rate the following year. 

8. The second year, follow 
the same system as outlined 
above except remove the bull 
on the week of July 20. If you 
have fall and spring-calving 
cows, then put the bull in for 
the fall cows around Nov. 20 


and remove him around Jan. 
20 .

'Look out cancer, here comes Ford'

Democrats rallied around a 
beloved party figure battling 
lung cancer while also ral¬ 
lying for their candidates in 
this fall’s elections Thursday. 

The Kentucky Demo¬ 
cratic Party’s Wendell Ford 
Dinner at the Crowne Plaza 
Hotel was as much about 
the event’s namesake as it 
was the Democratic slate of 
contenders, notably U.S. Sen¬ 
ate candidate Alison Lunder- 
gan Grimes. Ford, a former 
U.S. senator and governor, 
announced last week he had 
been diagnosed with lung 
cancer. 

“Right now I’m in the fight 
of my life,” Clay Ford said, 
fighting back tears as he read 
remarks penned by his grand¬ 
father to a crowd of more 
than 700. 

He concluded, “In his 
words, look out cancer, here 


comes Ford.” 

Democratic speakers paid 
homage to Ford in personal 
accounts of the former sena¬ 
tor and governor. Gov. Steve 
Beshear said Ford likened his 
diagnosis to “a kick in the gut” 
during a recent conversation, 
but predicted Ford would 
bounce back. 

“Obviously I was distressed 
when he called me and 
told me about his situation, 
but you know what, he’s a 
fighter,” Beshear told The 
State Journal. “He’s won a lot 
of battles before, and I think 
he’ll win this one.” 

Attorney General Jack 
Conway, a Democratic candi¬ 
date for next year’s guberna¬ 
torial election, recalled Ford’s 
kindness in spending half an 
hour with him during a trip 
to Washington, D.C., as a high 
school senior after winning a 
contest. He included a potshot 
at Senate Minority Leader 


Mitch McConnell, Grimes’ 
Republican opponent, in the 
retelling, saying McConnell 
appeared for eight seconds, 
just enough time for a photo 
op. 

“He’s a fighter, and he’ll 
come through this,” Conway 
said of Ford before his speech. 
“He’s my dear friend — he 
and his entire family are my 
dear friends — and I pray for 
him, but I know that is one 
strong person.” 

But Thursday was, after 
all, a political gathering. 

After speaking fondly about 
Ford, each speaker honed in 
on this year’s election cycle, 
particularly the contentious 
race between McConnell and 
Grimes. 

“Folks, we have a once in 
a generation opportunity to 
send a message not just to 
every corner of Kentucky, but 
indeed every corner of this 
country that the obstruction, 


the ugly politics of the past 
represented by Mitch McCon¬ 
nell have met their Waterloo 
in Kentucky,” state Auditor 
Adam Edelen said. 

Grimes, Kentucky’s first- 
term secretary of state, 
hemmed close to familiar 
campaign rhetoric, chastising 
her opponent on issues such 
as pay equity for women, the 
minimum wage and college 
affordability. 

She also referred back to 
comments McConnell made 
in The Beattyville Enterprise, 
a small eastern Kentucky 
newspaper that quoted him 
saying economic develop¬ 
ment in the community “is a 
Frankfort issue” and not his 
job as a U.S. senator. 

Grimes has made the com¬ 
ment, which McConnell’s 
camp has said was taken out 
of context, central to her cam¬ 
paign. She included it in an 
ad released Monday featuring 


an unemployed coal miner 
asking how McConnell could 
make such a remark. 

McConnell fired back with 
as ad of his own the next day, 
in which Cardinal Aluminum 
CEO Chip Edwards credited 
McConnell for saving 400 jobs 
at the manufacturer. 

Although Grimes’ major 
talking points have been 
refined and repeated on the 
trail, the enthusiastic crowd 
of Democrats lapped them up. 
Rounds of applause frequent¬ 
ly interrupted her 20-minute 
speech. 

“In case you’re listen¬ 
ing tonight senator, let me 
make this clear: This race is 
between me and you,” Grimes 
said. “In case you haven’t 
figured it out senator, I’m not 
a rubberstamp, I’m a cheer¬ 
leader, and thanks to the fried 
green beans out at western 
Kentucky, this ain’t an empty 
dress either.”

Statistics tell us that 
instances of cohabitation 
are on the rise. A 2013 study 
by the National Center for 
Health Statistics, an arm of 
the Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol and Prevention, showed 
that 48 percent of women 
cohabited prior to marriage, 
compared to 34 percent in 
1995. 

A 2011 study conducted 
by the Pew Research Center 
showed that just 51 percent 
of the adult population in 
America was married. This 
stands in stark contrast with 
72 percent of adults being 
married in 1960. This study 
also indicated a five per¬ 
cent drop in marriage rates 
between 2009 and 2010. 

Another 2010 study by 
Pew Research showed that 39 
percent of those they polled 
said that marriage was obso¬ 
lete. Does this growing indif¬ 
ference, and in some cases dis¬ 


dain, for marriage explain the 
rise in cohabitation? I think 
that it is safe to say it is. 

Many young people have 
become disillusioned with 
marriage. Perhaps it is due 
to experiencing the nega¬ 
tive effects of their parents’ 
divorce; or, if not divorce, 
watching their parents mere¬ 
ly exist in a loveless marriage 
that was void of any real inti¬ 
macy and affection. 

Whatever the reason, it is 
evident that an increasing 
number of younger adults 
are seeing marriage in a nega¬ 
tive light and, consequently, 
cohabitation just makes more 
sense to them. After all, they 
can try it free of obligation. If 
it does not work out there is 
less of a mess to deal with, or 
so they think. 

Cohabitation has become 
a major player in the battle 
against the American family. 
When you look at the world 


around us, you can see the 
family has become something 
of a novelty. Television shows 
like Modern Family and The 
New Normal are have done 
a good job in acclimating us 
to the idea that a family is 
whatever you determine it to 
be. Even companies like Dis¬ 
ney have become trendsetters 
among children and youth in 
their portrayals of these new 
family models. 

But as handy as cohabita¬ 
tion may be, it’s not healthy. 

It robs both individuals of 
the blessings that can only 
come in the covenant bond 
of marriage. It promises an 
easy out if things go bad and 
it falls short of true, lasting 
commitment. Marriages that 
begin with cohabitation are 
more likely to end in divorce. 
Women in these situations are 
more likely to be abused, and 
the children tend to struggle. 
You may give me an example 


of an exception; but that just 
proves the rule. 

Cohabitation seeks to give 
the so-called benefits of mar¬ 
riage without any obligation 
on the couple. It encourages 
prolonged adolescent behav¬ 
ior and, in all reality, is noth¬ 
ing more than a protracted 
sleepover. For many, it’s like 
a test drive before buying a 
car. If they don’t like how it 
handles the curves they can 
get something (or someone) 
else. And for many, they just 
get a new one in two or three 
years. 

Times have changed, but 
not for the better. Marriage is 
still God’s plan to propagate 
the family and bless society. 
Anything short of this robs 
the couple, and the commu¬ 
nity, of the blessings marriage 
brings.

Salvisa 
continues to seek ways 
to be better stewards 
of God’s “Dream of 
the Earth” and they 
hope that others will 
be inspired by what 
we they have achieved 
through the work of the 
Holy Spirit in a congre¬ 
gation that is resource 
challenged.

Five things to watch for at this year's Fancy Farm

The biggest political event 
in Kentucky will likely be a 
lot bigger this year. 

The national spotlight will 
shine on the picnic grounds 
of St. Jerome Catholic Church 
in far Western Kentucky as 
candidates in one of the most 
expensive Senate races in 
history and a possible 2016 
presidential contender take 
the stage. 

Organizers for the Fancy 
Farm Picnic on Saturday are 
expecting up to 20,000 people 
to attend the event, about 
double normal crowds. 

Sen. Rand Paul, Sen. Mitch 
McConnell and Democratic 
Senate candidate Alison Lun- 
dergan Grimes will all speak 
before the crowds, which are 
often raucous. 

Politicians across the state 
began speaking at the Fancy 
Farm Picnic about 100 years 
ago. It retains the old-style 
stump speeches with candi¬ 
dates trading insults. 

Crowds get rowdy as 
Democrats on one side and 
Republicans on the other 
start screaming slogans, jeer¬ 
ing and cheering. 

Here’s what to look out for 
this year: 

1. An attempt at more civility. 

Concerned by the national 
attention and larger crowds, 
organizers said they’re going 
to try to cut down on the 
audience shouting. Fancy 
Farm Picnic political chair¬ 
man Mark Wilson said he’s 
talked with both Republican 


and Democratic leaders ask¬ 
ing for their audience mem¬ 
bers to tone it down so people 
can hear the candidates. 

He’s also instructed the 
emcee, Kentucky Supreme 
Court Justice Bill Cunning¬ 
ham, to keep tight control on 
the audience. 

Once the opening prayer, 
national anthem and “My Old 
Kentucky Home” finish, the 
shouts from the crowd rever¬ 
berate for two hours. 

Last year, Paul Johnson, a 
tea party activist from Boone 
County dressed as George 
Washington and armed with 
a bullhorn, walked through 
the crowd and began a chant 
of “Hey, Hey, ho, ho, the IRS 
has to go!” That was coun¬ 
tered by Grimes supporters 
chanting, “Hey, hey, ho, ho, 
Mitch McConnell has got to 
go!” 

“We have too many guests 
who travel from far and wide 
who actually want to hear 
what the candidates have to 
say,” Wilson said in an email. 
“We don’t expect silence, but 
just want to cut out the non¬ 
stop screaming and chanting 
from start to finish.” 

Kentucky Democratic 
Chairman Daniel Logsdon 
said he’s spoken with the 
organizers and assured them 
they will do what they can to 
keep the noise down. 

“They understand our lim¬ 
itations,” Logsdon said. “We 
can’t control everyone that’s 
down there. We support the 
goal of everyone being able to 
hear the candidates.” 


2. A look at how Grimes and 
McConnell will face adversity 

In the carefully managed 
world of campaigns, candi¬ 
dates rarely face hostile audi¬ 
ences. Fancy Farm provides a 
rare opportunity for the pub¬ 
lic to see how they’ll face the 
opposing party head-to-head. 

Grimes and McConnell 
haven’t shared a stage since 
Fancy Farm last year. In 
2013, what garnered the most 
attention was when McCon¬ 
nell walked out before his 
GOP primary challenger Matt 
Bevin’s speech. 

Bevin’s camp saw it as a 
slight. McConnell’s campaign 
claimed it was to keep Repub¬ 
licans from heckling each 
other. Now Grimes and McCo¬ 
nnell will go head to head in 
front of the opposing party. 

How they’ll hold up most 
interests political watchers. 

“I think it’s part entertain¬ 
ment associated with the 
political process,” said Troy 
Sheldon, of Alexandria, the 
chairman of the GOP in the 
4th Congressional District, 
which includes Northern 
Kentucky. 

“It gives an opportunity 
for candidates to give their 
positions. It also allows you 
to see how the candidates 
handle pressure. It is nice to 
see everybody participating 
in the political process.” 

3. The 2015 gubernatorial race 
will start shaping up 

Fancy Farm will offer Ken¬ 
tuckians their first real look 
at the governor’s race next 
year. Agriculture commis¬ 


sioner Jamie Comer has said 
he will announce whether 
he’ll run for the Republican 
nomination from the Fancy 
Farm stage this year. 

Another GOP candidate, 
Hal Heiner, has already 
announced his candidacy but 
isn’t able to speak at Fancy 
Farm this year. 

Fancy Farm rules only 
allow candidates for election 
that year or statewide office 
holders to speak. The only 
Democratic gubernatorial 
candidate so far, Attorney 
General Jack Conway, will 
speak. 

4. Beshear's return 

Gov. Steve Beshear will 
speak at Fancy Farm for the 
first time since his re-election 
campaign of 2011. After that 
appearance, he received flak 
from Republicans for not 
having a negative, insult¬ 
laden speech. Instead, he 
talked about his recent trip 
to visit troops in the Middle 
East, something Republicans 
decried as using the military 
as a prop. 

“Last time he was there, 
he’d just gotten off the plane 
from Afghanistan and Iraq,” 
Logsdon said. “He didn’t feel 
like giving a political speech. 
Sometimes people have such 
a hard time with that.” 

This time, Logsdon expects 
him to speak about the Sen¬ 
ate race and efforts by Demo¬ 
crats to keep control of the 
Kentucky House. 

5. Smoking ban advocates plan a 
big showing 

Smoke-Free Kentucky, the 


group that has pushed for 
a statewide smoking ban in 
public places, will have a big 
showing at Fancy Farm. 

The coalition of local and 
national health agencies and 
businesses has drivena bus 
around Kentucky in the week 
leading up to Fancy Farm, 
holding media appearances to 
push for a statewide smoking 
ban. 

The tour will culminate at 
Fancy Farm where the bus 
and smoking ban advocates 
will greet those at Fancy 
Farm and urge support for a 
smoking ban. 

Legislation to ban smoking 
in public places has failed to 
pass the Kentucky General 
Assembly for the past several 
years. 

What is Fancy Farm? 

The name Fancy Farm 
conjures comical images of 
pigs in tuxedos. The name 
apparently dates back to 
the mid-19th century when 
locals petitioned for a post 
office. The postal inspector, 
impressed with the farm he 
stayed at in the area, named 
it Fancy Farm, according to 
fancyfarm.net. 

The annual picnic that has 
grown into the biggest politi¬ 
cal event in the state and one 
of the more unusual in the 
country began in 1880. 

It started as a small town 
gathering, but by at least 1931 
began drawing statewide 
candidates such as Gov. A.B. 
“Happy” Chandler. 


Kentuckians to receive health insurance refunds under AC A provision

Kentucky families will receive $6.2 
million in refunds, an average of $43 
per family, under a provision of the 
Affordable Care Act known as the 
80/20 rule. 

The refunds announced Thursday 
by the federal government are the 


result of the rule requiring insurance 
companies to spend at least 80 per¬ 
cent of the money paid in premiums 
on patient care. 

If the companies don’t reach that 
amount with spending on bonuses or 
red tape, it must be refunded to their 
customers. 

According to a news release from 
the federal Department of Health & 


Human Services, consumers nation¬ 
wide will receive $330 million. 

Four Kentucky health insurance 
plans will refund money. Anthem 
Health Plans of Kentucky had by 
far the largest refund at $4.4 million. 
Humana Health Plan was at $766,295, 
Golden Rule Insurance Co., $342,336, 
and Time Insurance Co., $333,096. 

According to the news release, 


the money will mailed in checks, 
returned to the account a customer 
uses to pay the premium or result in a 
reduction of future premiums. 

If a person receives health insur¬ 
ance through work, the employer is 
required to improve health coverage 
but the employee will not receive a 
refund.

Anderson shooting for repeat trip to state tournament

Being good is just not 
good enough for Anderson 
County boys’ golf anymore. 

Not after the Bearcats 
tasted what it was like to be 
among the teams playing 
on the course at the Bowl¬ 
ing Green Country Club 
the final week of the season 
last year. 

Anderson ended a 
20-year state tournament 
drought when the Bearcats 
defeated Taylor County in a 
sudden death playoff in last 
year’s regional tournament. 
The Bearcats used their 
depth to overcome a couple 
of subpar tee shots and Tay¬ 
lor’s home-course advan¬ 
tage at the Campbellsville 
Country Club to advance. 

Unfortunately for 
Anderson, the super¬ 
charged atmosphere at the 


state got to a team which 
had only one golfer - Tyler 
Harrod, who had advanced 
as an individual the year 
before - experienced in the 
difference between the 
state and any other match. 
Anderson did not make the 
cut as a team after the first 
day, although Lee Robinson 
moved on as an individual 
and eventually finished 
tied for 13th. 

Even with the loss of 
six seniors, including three 
who played at the state, 
the Bearcats seem ready to 
make another run at the 
big show. At least, that is 
the mindset going into the 
team’s first regular sea¬ 
son action, a tournament 
at Lexington’s Picadome 
course Friday. 

“This team’s expecta¬ 
tions have changed,” says 
coach Jim Beward. “They 


now understand that being 
merely good is not enough. 
Our program believes in 
the concept of ‘one more 
step.’ It’s the idea that we 
don’t settle for more of the 
same. One more step means 
playing on the second day 
of the state tournament, an 
individual in the Top 10 at 
the state, winning the con¬ 
ference and the like. 

“Last year’s state trip 
was a great moment for our 
program and for the school. 
Now the issue becomes the 
repeat and a banner on the 
gym wall. It’s getting more 
of those moments.” 

Even with the heavy 
graduation losses, the 
Bearcats should be able 
to at least compete for 
another state berth. Juniors 
Zach Toles and Jordan 
Morgan both played at the 
state while seniors Tyler

Driven by love of his son, 
Jason Sprinkles takes off, 
keeps off 200 pounds

Jason Sprinkles knew 
something was wrong. Very 
wrong. 

He’d been hunting with 
his father in Nicholas Coun¬ 
ty, but was having trouble 
walking up a hill. His chest 
was hurting. 

A few days later, a doctor 
did not mince words. A for¬ 
mer shortstop and catcher 
for the powerful baseball 
program at Harrison Coun¬ 
ty High School was check¬ 
ing in at 400 pounds on his 
5-foot-5-inch frame. 

Sprinkles, who now lives 
in Anderson County, was 
borderline diabetic and had 
just recorded an abnormal 
EKG. A Lexington cardiolo¬ 
gist ordered a heart cath¬ 
eterization. 

“The heart cath was 
good, but the cardiologist 
pretty much told me that 
if I didn’t lose weight I was 
not going to be here much 
longer,” says Sprinkles. 

Those words would most 
likely catch anyone’s atten¬ 
tion. 

If I didn’t lose weight, 

I was not going to he here 
much longer. 

Married and the father 
of a young son, Sprinkles 
took inventory. The weight 
would come off. 


“What got me started, 
was this little boy,” Sprin¬ 
kles, 31, says as he points to 
a photo of himself weight 
400 pounds and holding his 
infant son. 

“They did some tests. I 
had some other issues too. I 
had a fatty liver,” Sprinkles 
says. 

He later had gall blad¬ 
der surgery, after which 


another doctor told Sprin¬ 
kles, “You have got to lose 
weight.” 

And that sent Sprinkles 
into a journey of dedication, 
discipline and determina¬ 
tion. Eighteen months later, 
he was registering a svelte 
180 pounds on the scales 
and he’s maintained a 
healthy weight for another 
18 months. 


While dedicated to his 
son, the former fullback 
and defensive lineman at 
Harrison County sought 
some help. He found that 
help in Lawrenceburg 
with Derek Craft, the man¬ 
ager of Fitness Firm where 
Sprinkles began working 
out, and Austin Robinson,

who works out at the 
same gym. 

“Derek helped me 
with my diet and Austin 
has really helped with 
strength training,” says 
Sprinkles, who admits to 
putting 35 pounds back 
on through weight lift¬ 
ing. 

“I can bench press 465 
pounds,” says Sprinkles, 
who has his eye on get¬ 
ting involved in strong¬ 
man competitions. 

The regimen has 
been simple, yet very 
effective. Meals were 
low-calorie and healthy. 
Workouts focused on a 
different portion of the 
body every day with 
Saturdays off. There is 
also some cardio work 


every day in the gym. 

It works well with 
Sprinkles’ schedule as a 
delivery driver for Car¬ 
dinal Health, a pharma¬ 
ceutical company with 
an office in Lexington. 
His job takes him across 
the state but he makes 
sure the workout gets 
in. “I go in at 1:30 in the 
morning and get off 
about 10, so after I come 
home, I got to the gym.” 

And the pounds came 
off. 

During high school, 
he transferred to Burgin 
High, in Mercer County, 
then eventually gradu¬ 
ated from Blue Grass 
Baptist school 

A few years after 
graduation, Sprinkles 
married and he and 
Rosa have lived in Law- 
renceburg for about two 
years. 

But Sprinkles started 
adding pounds to an 


already stocky build 
start taking on the 
pounds. 

There were serious 
health issues on the 
horizon, but Sprinkles 
got even more inspira¬ 
tion from his son, who 
underwent open-heart 
surgery as a baby. “I felt 
if he could go through 
that, I can go through 
losing weight to be 
there for him.” 

Just moving through 
the woods during those 
hunting trips was a 
chore. 

Eventually, after los¬ 
ing a large portion of 
the weight, Sprinkles 
went for a run. “I was 
winded, but it felt great.

Brothers and Chris Sea have 
played in varsity matches 
through their careers. 

Beward is also very high 
on sophomores Bray den 
Nicholson and Dalton Lewis, 
mainstays of the junior var¬ 
sity team last year. He also 
says freshmen Hayden Elder 
and Andrew Peach could 
be factors after just missing 
making the high school team 
as eighth graders last year. 

“We have one through 
eight depth that will chal¬ 
lenge each other throughout 
the season for playing time. 

I expect that we will be a far 
better team by season’s end,” 
Beward says. “Our freshmen 
and sophomores will deter¬ 
mine what we accomplish 
this season.” 


Sea and Brothers both 
bring accuracy to their 
games. Beward says Sea 
brings a “steady approach” 
to the team while Brothers 
is a “senior player who has 
led the younger players in 
understanding what we want 
to accomplish. He is not the 
longest hitter but is generally 
accurate with mid-irons and 
a good putter.” 

Morgan will likely start 
the year as Anderson’s top 
player. “He was one of the 
keys to our success last year 
and will be again this year,” 
Beward says. Morgan has 
added about 20 yards to his 
distance with every club. 
Toles is also stronger and has 
a strong putting game. 

By the end of the season, 
Nicholson could be the differ¬ 
ence-maker, however. Beward 
says all the sophomore needs 
is varsity experience. “I fully 
expect that he will be known 


across the state by the end 
of this season,” Beward says, 
“and will be one of the best 
golfers in this program’s his¬ 
tory. There is no one strength 
to his game but he is really 
good in all areas and has a 
great feel around the greens. 
He will be the program’s 
new short-game master and 
a great replacement for Lee 
Robinson.” 

Prior to the season Beward 
expected Lewis to lead the 
junior varsity team, but 
Beward says he has been 
“a real surprise during the 
practice period.” Lewis could 
be making noise as a varsity 
player before the year is out. 

“He can think his way 
around the course with the 
best of them and is long,” 
Beward says. 

Elder “has lived on the golf 
course for years and it shows 
in his mature approach to the 
game,” Beward says. Peach is 


a long hitter, but, like most 
freshmen, struggles with 
consistency, according to the 
coach. 

Beward underwent heel 
surgery on June 20 but hoped 
to be back on the course, at 
least in a walking boot, by 
the start of practice. “I ended 
up missing it by three days,” 
he says. “I feel a bit confined 
because I have not been 
abot to play during practice 
as much as in the last two 
years. I have not been as able 
to assess players from the 
golf cart as I do playing with 
them and talking about the 
round as we play.” 

Beward says he hopes to be 
more involved soon. 

Even with his own limita¬ 
tions, he sees the Bearcats as 
being a team that is building 
tradition. 

“Tradition is important 
because our golfers can mea¬ 
sure themselves against oth¬ 


ers who have come through 
the program,” Beward says. 
“Our young men can look 
at last year’s seniors, see 
what they accomplished 
and understand what it took 
to get there. This group is 
already challenging them¬ 
selves to be better and to 
do great things. Once that 
level of expectation has been 
established, future golfers 
will understand what we 
want and expect.” 

Two-time defending state 
champion West Jessamine 
could be a regional hurdle 
but the Colts lost four seniors. 
Adair and Taylor counties 
should also shine again. 

But Beward is confident. 

“With the region being 
wide open this season, I 
believe that we will be in the 
hunt for regional honors and 
a repeat trip to the state. 

“We expect to take one 
more step.”
